Comment 


; YE have for a long time held the view that tech- 

nically, at least, the world of automatic vending 
is closely allied to the world of coin-operated 
amusement machines, but in actual fact the two 
industries have more or less gone their separate 
ways since vending really got off the ground in this 
country a few years ago. 


Potential customers for vending machines have 
never seemed to be able to accept the fact that 
the two types of coin machines are in many ways 
closely allied, and, for instance, operating and ser- 
vicing call for many similar requirements. To boil 
it down, outside opinions say “ vending and fruit 
machines don’t mix.’ One is business, the other 
is amusement; one is respectable, the other isn’t; 
and so on. Vending associations in the U.S.A. and 
this country have in the past been very much 
against their members getting involved in the 
amusement side of the business, but the two sides 
are now closer together, particularly in America. 


In this issue we publish a feature on vending, 
from which it will be seen that there any sites 
where both amusement and vending machines can 
form an integral part of the facilities; and there are 
firms who are now operating or supplying machines 
for both aspects of the business in a big way. The 
British Automatic Company have of course opera- 
ted both types for years, and as such, in the scale 
of both operations, have been unique. 


It will certainly be interesting to keep a careful 
watch on developments in the vending field; corm- 
pared with the amusement business, it has still 
been relatively unexploited, and could well provide 
amusement caterers with a useful diversification 
in which their knowledge of coin-operated machines 
could stand them in good stead.

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Trends in Automatic Vending 


BY BETTY P. BATT 


(CIGARETTE and confectionery machines and some other types 

of vending machines were in operation long before the war, but 
for many people in this country the vending industry as such was 
not born until hot drink and food venders—mainly American built— 
made their big British debut at the First International Vending 
Machine Exhibition held at the Old Horticultural Hall, Westminster, 


in 1959. 


This new development was 
heralded as the beginning of full- 


scale automatic vending which 
already existed in America, then 
recognised to be 10 years ahead 


of us in the field. The next step 
was to get these machines into 
industry, but this took much longer 
than expected and a number of 
smaller firms went bankrupt in the 
process. It took almost’ four 
years to perfect British-made or 
adapt foreign-built machines’ to 
suit the British market, and longer 
to develop ingredients that could 
produce a_ beverage, particularly 
tea, that was acceptable to _ the 
majority. 


During the past few years 
increasing numbers of vending 
machines have been _ successfully 
installed in factories and offices to 
provide refreshments and _ snacks 
for tea preaks. -- According 16 a4 
recent estimate the .growth rate 
of machines in industry is now 
almost 30 per cent. a year. The 
success of automatic vending in 
industry has been greatly helped 
by the shortage of catering staff. 
Théve— is. ttle ‘doubt ~that— the 
automatic vending industry would 
have progressed more rapidly on 
both industrial and commercial loca- 
tions if the vending field had 
attracted more professional opera- 
tors. 


As long as the profits on popular 
vended products like food, drinks 
and cigarettes are low, operators 
in this country can never hold 
the same position as their Ameri- 
can counterparts, who are said to 
control over 90 per cent. of the vend- 
ing machine business at a conserv- 
ative estimate. 


Despite the difficulties, however, 
some vending machine companies 
in Britain, are beginning to make 
money by getting away from the 
American style of operation and 
establishing individual rental 
services to suit the needs. of 
their customers. In industry, where 
operational services are _ included, 


the management frequently give 
subsidies on certain sections of 
their automatic self-service. 


Complete service 


One vending’ concern, Quickmaid 
Vending Co. Ltd. and Quickmaid 
Services—formerly trading as 
Gibeco (England) Ltd. have de- 
veloped a complete vending 
service supplying hot drinks and 
snacks to commerce and industry, 
but they do not operate machines. 
Mr. Peter Wiseburgh, the Managing 
Director of Quickmaid, who has 
been in the automatic vending 
industry for three and a half 
years, is pleased with the results 
of their machine rental and supply 
system and has plans to expand 
into the cold drink and hot snacks 
vending field. 


At the moment most of their 
business is in industry but the 
service they offer is also becoming 
very popular for garage work- 
shops and the  forecourts of 
garages. Garage proprietors have 
said that the ready availability of 
hot drinks from a machine has 
boosted their petrol sales. On a 
cold night, a motorist will stop to 
get fuel for his vehicle where he 
can also sustain himself with a 
hot beverage. The Quickmaid hot 
drinks vender offers a wide choice 
of drinks, incorporates a GB fil- 
taster that purifies the mains water 
supply to eliminate chlorine, etc., 
and can be supplied with a very 
attractive canopy for outdoor sites 
as required. 


“As far as I am_ concerned”, 
Mr. Wiseburgh commented, ‘‘the 
automatic vending business is 
still in its infancy and the possib- 
ilities are immense”. Asked about 
clubs and public house sites, he 
replied: ‘We haven’t approached 
licensed premises yet, but as soon 
as we have something we think 
will interest them we won’t 
hesitate to explore the matter’. 


Mr. M. Fine, of Phonographic 
Equipment—who have a 51 per cent. 


controlling interest in Quickmaid— 
was equally confident that auto- 
matic vending had a long way to 
go. “Brewers are certainly vend- 
ing-minded”’, he said, “and I am 
sure they will: be interested: “in 
anything that is going to help 
them sell more beer, which is what 
they are in —business for’’. 


He added: ‘TI think coffee 
machines in public houses’ and 
other licensed premises could help 
trade, particularly on a_ cold 
Winter’s night. They could also 
add to the _ social atmosphere. 
Frequently a wife accompanying 
her husband is not really keen 
on beer and if the husband could 
buy her a coffee—it must be a 
good drink—they would probably 
stay longer and he would drink 
more beer’’. 


In passing it should be men- 
tioned that a few public houses 
have introduced milk vending 
machines and one or two are also 
experimenting with hot coffee 
machines. 


Mr. Fine, speaking of more 
future outlets for automatic sales, 
said he believed discotheques, which 
are frequented by young people, 
might prove good sites for drinks 
and snacks machines, etc. 


Some vending companies’ are 
probably already exploring the 
possibilities of these  iocations. 
Joseph Sankey and_ Sons, the 
vending machine manufacturers, 
have come very close with the 


Specially designed vending machine 
uastallation in the teenagers’ own 
room, “The Hideaway” aboard the 
new British vessel, the m.v. “Spero”. 
Situated on the lower deck, the 
room is sound-proofed and features 
carefully chosen decor with sub- 
dued lighting and a_ discotheque 
atmosphere created with the pro- 
vision of space for dancing around 
the juke box. 


Three Sankey machines include 
a Super Compact model _ dispen- 
sing seven selections of tea, coffee 
and chocolate at sixpence per cup, 
a soft drinks machine vends milk 
and orange drinks at sixpence, and 
an ice-cream vender operates on 
one shilling’ insertion. The two 
sixpenny units will also accept 
similar Swedish silver coins of 50 ore. 
All three machines are finished in a 
dark blue to blend with the decor.

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Beer vending 

Brewery companies are certainly 
interested in automatic vending, 
even to the extent of vending beer. 
Their interest in beer vending was 
first noticed some four years ago, 
about the time that Vending Auto- 
mats Ltd. introduced beer-vending 
machines at a Licensed Victuallers 
Exhibition in Brighton. 

This firm has_ also equipped 
several fully automatic cafeterias 
at service stations on the British 
motorways. 

Anything that is rather revolut- 
ionary takes time to make an 
impression on an established trade, 
and brewery companies are no 
exception. It is only during recent 
months that they have _ publicised 
their interest in beer vending. Ind 
Coope have installed draught beer 
vending machines on two cargo 
ships on the Manchester Line, and 
the crews of both ships are re- 
ported to be very pleased with 
the beer and the automatic dispen- 
sers. 

Primarily as an experiment, an- 
other famous brewery company, 
Watneys, have installed a_ beer 
vending machine in “The Stag” 
public house at Victoria, London. 
The machine operates on tokens 
which customers buy at 1/2d. each,

a penny cheaper than the _ beer 


purchased over the counter. 


A spokesman for Watneys said: 
“We hope the idea catches on, but 
it will never replace the bar maid; 
it is strictly for quick service’. 
For example, it has been found that 
many customers prefer to get a 
quick couple of half-pints from the 
machine than push their way 
through to the bar. 


Cigarette vending 


Coffee machines, and particularly 
beer machines, are new, but cigar- 


ettes have been sold through 
machines in public houses and many 
other commercial and _ industrial 


sites for years and among those 
best equipped to talk on _ this 
subject is Eric Sutton, the manag- 
ing Director of Stocontrol Service 
Ltd. 


“When I came into the _ coin- 
operated machine business about 40 
years ago’, he began, “I was 
convinced in my mind that the 
day would come when, where 
cigarettes are sold as a_ service 
and where profit is not the main 
consideration—in such places as 
public houses, clubs, cafes, restaur- 
ants, hospitals and factory can- 
teens, etc.—they would want the 
service of vending machines to 
overcome the many problems. The

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main problem being pilferage and, 
secondly, the low profit margin on 
cigarettes. But it took 30 years 
before the vending machine was 
accepted as a very necessary item 
of equipment”. 


Over the past five years, Sto- 
control have gained _ considerable 
experience in the use of vending 
machines on _ licensed premises, 
which now represents 80 per cent. 
of their business. To-date they 
have more than 25,000 machines 
in operation and they are currently 
being installed at the rate of 10,000 


a year. A large number of their 
machines have been on site for 
upwards of five years, are _ still 


in use, and during that time have 
not suffered a serious breakdown. 


A number of brewers have Sto- 
control machines installed through- 
out the whole of their managed 
houses on a _ service basis. They 
are not involved in any financial 
outlay, do not have to buy stocks 
of cigarettes, and are paid a com- 
mission on sales—and this is usually 
under a seven-year contract. A 
strong argument in favour’. of 
machines in public houses is that 
the bar staff can spend more time 
persuading customers to buy more 
drink, or try a different brand 
of whisky, etc.

New machines 


A new 10-column cigarette vending 
machine which is probably the first 
precision-built wooden commercial 
type, designed to give the opportunity 
for maximum sales and profits, was 
introduced a few months ago by Sto- 
control. When operated and field- 
tested by independent parties, the 
sales on licensed premises increased 
by as much as 65 per cent over the 
normal six-column machine. 


Measuring 273 ins. high x 27% ins. 
wide x 8 ins. deep, the machine is only 
fractionally larger than Stocontrol’s 
previous six-column 10s and four - 
column 20s machines, and yet it holds 
240 packets of 10 which is exactly 
double the capacity of the others. As 
well as being on popular modular 
lines, it has improved coin selection 
and increased brand coverage. 


Although the machine is made of 
wood it is exceptionally robust and 
according to a Government Research 
Dept. it would be more difficult to 
smash than the usual machines con- 
structed of eight-gauge metal. 


Two new machines, a multi-unit 
cigarette machine and a_ perfume 
vending machine, are the first of an 
entirely new range of machines 
being produced by Autonumis Ltd. 
at their new spacious factory in 
Tetbury, Gloucestershire. 


Designed to take 10s, 20s or king- 
size packs, the cigarette machine is 
available with four or six columns 
and can be wall-fixed or mounted 
on a tubular metal stand, which 
Autonumis can supply. By incorp- 
orating the latest techniques and 
styling, servicing and filling of the 
machine is simplified and time spent 
on sites reduced to a minimum. It 
is unit constructed and features a 
frontal opening. The entire fascia 
opens with a spring-loaded motion 
and drops down in a flat position, 
affording easy access to all parts of 
the machine. Two locks secure the 
front when closed.

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Lamp posts come in handy 


DEAS on vending various com- 

- modities at the drop of .4 
coin have existed for many years, 
but one of the most _ interesting 
we have come across was de- 
scribed in the “Sunlight Year Book” 
of 1899. 


Described by the publishers, Lever 
Brothers Ltd. as ‘A treasury of 
useful information of value to all 
members of the household’, the 
“Scientific Section’ of the book 
gives the following information on 
a revolutionary hot drink vender: 


“Street lamps have been erected 
in London to supply a gallon of hot 
water for a halfpenny on_ the 
‘penny-in-the-slot’ system; and for 
another penny to supply a com- 
pressed slab of cocoa or tea; com- 
pact with condensed milk and 
sugar. Thus for 13d. you can have 
a cup of tea or cocoa in the street. 


“The method of _ utilising the 
street lamps for this purpose is 
very ingenious. The large.“ goat 
of the lamp contains a tank holding 
30 to 50 gallons of water, supplied 
from the mains under the street. 
A small quantity of water is 
carried through a spiral pipe round 
the lamp flame several times and 
then into a little boiler right at the 
top, which turns it into highly 
heated steam, and the steam pass- 
ing down again boils a gallon of 
water in a small tank, and then 
passing still through its pipe runs 
through the large tank. 


“In an ordinary kettle you cannot 
heat the water above boiling point 
because the steam escapes; but 
close the vessel completely and the 
heat rises far beyond boiling point. 
Consequently the steam in _ the

little closed boilers of these street 
lamps become very highly heated 
and is able to raise the single gallon 
to boiling point. 


“When the halfpenny is_ paid, 
and the handle pulled, the gallon 
tank of boiling water is emptied, 
and when the handle is closed the 
tank is refilled from the large 
tank, and down comes the _ super- 
heated steam and boils it in about 
three minutes, and so on all day 
long. 


“The first lamp of this’ kind 
was erected in Queen’s Buildings, a 
block of model dwellings in South- 
wark, in April, 1898’’. 


Presumably the idea did _ not 
catch on; perhaps if the }amp post 
had vended a gallon of beer in- 
stead of a gallon of water.... 
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to 10 shillings, with little adjustment. 
The introduction of decimal coinage 
would present no problems, as the 
necessary conversions could be 
speedily carried out. 


Coin tester units used in the 
machine are relatively simple but 
are found to be discriminating 
enough for the vast majority of 
locations. If a customer fails to 
insert the correct coinage it is auto- 
matically refunded, in the same way 
as change, if any. There are _no 
reject buttons to push. Change tubes 
are made of clear plastic enabling 
bent coins to be more readily 
detected and so removed to prevent 
baulking. Goods are selected by de- 
pressing a flat lever at the base of 
the appropriate column, which action 
also releases the product into the 
delivery chute. 


A wood grain plastic fabric is used 
as a finish to the machine; in this 
way it has the commendable 
strength of steel coupled with the 
attractive appearance oof wood. 
Because the machine is. entirely 
mechanical, a supply of electricity is 
only needed for the illuminated Pers- 
pex (inset) advertising panel on the 
front of the machine, which is lit by 
fluorescent tube lighting. 


The second machine, dispensing 
small phials of perfume, is a neatly- 
styled metal wall unit finished with 
a linen-texture plastic fabric de- 
signed to blend with modern decor. 
It operates on half-crown insertion 
and offers six different perfumes 
selected by pressing the appropriate 
button. To facilitate filling and ser- 
vicing, the entire front and sides of 
the case lift up and can be secured 
in a horizontal position. This machine 
is suitable for ladies’ cloakrooms and 
would compliment other Autonumis 
machines vending feminine requisites.
